We had no doubt, from the information

Such is the amount of the Extraordinary Ga- 
zelte published last night—=ean event of which 
the velocity would, in other times, have 
Struck us with astonishment, bat which we 
Bow crlmly look upon as the result of that 
high military talent, which the necessities of 


the revolution Grst taaght to France, and- 


Which the conduct of France, has since taught 
to all the nations of Fùrope. The most im= 
‘pressive cf all lessons Is tearnt, and the high- 
er degree òf talent is geverated, only In the 
School of Adversity. 

The battle ot Tolentino, of the 3d and 3d 
ult. appears to have been Murat’s last grand 
“struggle. Foiled in that attempt to overwhelin 
Bianchi’s force, be tried a weak effort on the 
-Bide of Rome, against Gen. Nugent’s corps.

Dane a ban schol, Murat himself 
Was above 100 miles distant; on the night of 
the 1ith, on which his Bect and arvenals sur. 
Fendered. he passed Sulmona in great haste 
with 15.000 men, the remains of his army, 
“precipicatcly retreating Upon Naples, aud 
pursued by the Austrian Generals. 

It was on the Zist that a Miltary Conver. 
tion was signed at Teanu, by which the whole 
‘of the kingdom of Naples, with the eacep- 
tion of a few placen wan zurrevadered lo tre 
Allies. This Convention was probably enz 
tered into by the Generals commanding the 
remains of the Neepolitan armyj for it was 
not known whether Murat had withdrawu

him, that he shoutd have a guard of honour 
to conduct him to Austria, as a Ntate prison. 
er. The French Papers nevertheless, assert 
that he and his family hal already arrived in 
France; but that statement seems to be un. 
founded. 

By this fortunate event, 50,000 Austrians 
at least will immediately become disposable 
pgainst France. [ 
we have received to the let inst. state, that a 
numerous army of Austrians and Piedmon- 
tese is expected immediately to penetrate by 
the Alps into the South of France. Towards 
the north-eastern frohtiers of Switzerland, 
the Allics were also in general motions and 
the forces, assembled in the Brisgua, under the 
Prince of Schwartzenberg, are estumated at 
B40,000 men. This force, combined with 
‘that under Bianchi in Savoy, ought to sweep 
‘the whole of the South of France, _Mean- 
while the operations ou the Northern frontier

The teuth Constitution which has been give 
en to France within the last fve-and twenty 
years, hos been accepted and promuigsed in 


nearly the same manner as all the otber pre- 


ceding ones. It has been made a thing of the 
theatre, a procession of gaudily dressed pere 
sonages, religious rites profaned, troops and 
music, oaths and huzzas, plays and feasting. 
It resembled, says one of th» Paris Papers, 
the federation vf the year 1790: Fhere was 
the same enthusiasm, the same patriism, the 
same unanimity of sentiments ”— Uulucky 
parallel—as if we had forgotten the fate of 
the constitution that followed that federation 
the quick transition from patriotism and 
unanimity to the most violent dissentions, and
